(S) with the exception of the above CIA docunients, all of the 
data In Customs files regarding BECKER, RODRIGUEZ, VARELA, AND BARRETO 
relates to the October 27, 1970, arrest of BECKER and VARELA in New York 
which culminated In judicial action against Auguste RICORD and Is of 
vintage circa 1970-72. Through separate channels, we have been advised 
that the major thrust of your current Interest in these individuals 
pertains to financial aspects of their alleged narcotics activites. The 
financial Information files of this Service, which are segregated from 
all other files and under separate controls, are still being searched 
and will be the subject of a separate reply from this office. In view 
of the foregoing and our belief that the rather dated data in our files 
would provide no significant new insight Into a notorious event of 9 
years ago, we are not forwarding copies of our file material at this 
time. If, after receipt of the financial-rel ated Information, you 
determine that our data may be useful, we will be happy to entertain a 
request at that time or arrange for someone from your office to visit 
this Service Headquarters to screen the material in view of its volume 
and the fact some of the material Is only marginally suitable for copying.
